BADGE OF THE SIXTEENTH CORPS. 

Ove attention is called to the fact that the badge of 
the Sixteenth Army Corps, as given in the Jovrnat of 
last week, doesnot conform to that given in the chart 
of Army Corps Badges, issued by the Chief of En- 
gineers. The cut we gave was among those of the 
other corps badges, and marked 16th Corps. On refer- 
ring to General Townsend’s book again, we find that it 
was given not as the badge of the corps, but as an er- 
roneous representation of it. General Townsend says : 

From Coloael J. J. Lyon, Assistant Inspector-Gen- 
eral, Sixteenth Corps, the following correct description 
of the badge is derived : 

The device is, a circle, with four minié-balls, the 
points toward the center cut out of it. The bare spaces 
represent the shape of the balls cut out, and the remain- 
der forms a cross resembling the Maltese, with the lines 
curved. 


The badge was suspended from a ring attached to 
the points of two arms of the cross, instead of the cen- 
treof one arm, to distinguish the device more clearly 
from the Maltese cross, previously adopted by the 
Nineteenth Corps. 

It having been determined to assume a badge for the 
Sixteenth Corps, several of the officers made designs, 
which, hy common consent, were put in a hat, and the 
one drawn out was accepted. The design contrived by 
brevet Brigadier-General John Hough, Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General of the Corps, was drawn out, and re- 
ceived the approval of the Corps Commander, Major- 
General A. J. Smith. ‘‘ The new badge was then and 
there duly consecrated, adopted, baptized, by the usual 
ceremonies practiced in the Army on such momentous 
occasions,*....and named the A. J. Smith Cross,” in 
honor of the first commander of the Corps after a badge 
was adopted by it. 

General Hough, the author of the design, has given 
the following account of the rule by which it was con- 
structed ;

“In any circle draw two diameters perpendicular to 
each other, dividing the circle into four quarters ; bisect 
the arc of each quarter, and, with the bisecting points 
a8 @ center, and a radius five-sixths of the radius of the 

tiginal circle, inscribe segments of a circle; cut out 
the parts inclosed between any two of these segments, 
and the remainder will be the badge of the Sixteenth 
Army Corps.” 

Major-General Francis P. Blair, Seventeenth Corps, 
says in his order: “ The badge now used by the corps 
being similar to one formerly adopted by another corps, 
the We are not informed what these ceremonies were.

the Major General commanding bas concluded to adopt, 
as a distinguishing badge for the command, an arrow. 
In its swiftness, in its surety of striking where wanted, 
and in its destructive powers when 80 intended, it 1s 
probably as emblematical of this corps as any design 
that could be adopted.” 

A correspondent inquires: ‘‘ What troops serving 
in the late war are entitled to wear the badge 
of the Frontier Cavalry?” This cavalry served in the 
Seventh Corps in Arkansas. The crescent and star 
were the badge of Moonlight’s division. The shank of 
the spear, as shown in the cut we published, was bent 
to represent the figure 7 of the corps. The following 
cut, given in General Townsend’s book, shows the 
badge of the Department of the Cumberland—a combi- 
nation of the Fourth, Fourteenth and Twentieth Corps. 
It was authorized by G. O. No. 41.

The play vividly brought back child- 
hood’s days when Dick Turpin and his bonny mare, Black 
Bess, were the ideal of what a hero and a horse ought to be, 
We have received a roster of troops for February, which 
contains all the latest changes and a handy resumé of the 
ungarrisoned posts in the Division of the Atlantic. 





Department of Dakota.—A despatch of January 31 from 
Bismarck says: “ At 3.30 this morning the signal gun was 
fired at Fort Lincoln, the troops breakfasted hastily, and 60 
men of the 15th Infantry, uuder Capts. Sanger and Hartz 
and Lieuts. Sage, Cotter, and Welsh, marched to Sibley 
Island, two miles below, and captured 55 men and 30 teams, 
The men have for some time been cutting wood on the 
island, which is on the military reservation, and hauling to 
Bismarck, at least 100 cords daily. The men are now being 
examined at the fort for the purpose of ascertaining who 
employed them, after which a few will be detained as wit- 
nesses, and the remainder released. Their employers, when 
discovered, will be prosecuted in the United States courts.” 


Department of Arizona.—A despatch was recently re- 
ceived by General Orook from Big Chino Valley as to Indian 
disturbances, not, however, of an alarmiog nature, and the 
General at once sent outa detachment from Whipple Bar- 
racks to look into the matter. 





Department of the Platte,—Lieut. D. OC. Kingman, Corps 
of Engineers, has suspended work at the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park for the present, the appropriation being about 
exhausted. Lieut. Kingman bought a sawmill, which has 
been running this winter, and bas put into passable condition 
all of the existing roads in the park except that leading 
through the park to Clark’s Fork mines, which are just out- 
side of the park. The roads were mere wagon trails, built 
as well as they could be with the limited means at command, 
but full of stumps, bare corduroy, and swamps. Lieut. 
Kingman built four new miles, a cut-off from the main Hot 
Springs road leading into the purk, to avoid a terrible grade. 
Between 2,000,000 and 3.000,600 feet of lumber have been 
cut for the construction of bridges and culverts. It is esti- 
mated that about $210,000 will be required to improve and 
build the necessary roads in the park, the average cost being 
$1,000 a mile, and the amount already expended, which in 
no place exceeds $200 per mile, being allowed for.

The commanding officer can but consider that the 
signatures of the gentlemen were made under a mistaken im- 
pression on their part that they were thereby subserving the 
Government interests. Unless those expltavations are made as 
above directed, the officers in fault will be called upon individu- 
ally to explain fully their action in the matter. 
Colonel Otis, commanding the School of Application, has 
recently issued an order relating to temporary absences of 
Officers.

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FITZ.JOHN PORTER. 


The House of Representatives prolonged its session last 
Friday to dispose of the bill for the relief of Fitz-John Por- 
ter, which was finally passed early in the evening Ad o'clock) 
by a vote of 184 yeas to 78 nays, 58 not voting. he bill as 
passed reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, That the President be, and heis hereby, author- 
jzed to nominate and, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to appoint FitzJobn Porter, late major-general of the 
United States Volunteers and a brevet brigadier general and colo- 
nel of the Army, to the position of colonel in the Army of the 
United States, of the same grade and rank, toyether with all the 
rights, titles, and privileges, held by him at the time of his dis- 
missal from the Army by sentence of court-martial promulgated 
January 27, 1863, and, in his discretion, to place him on tbe re- 
tired list of the Army as of that grade, the retired list being there- 
+ by increased in number to that extent; aud all laws and parts of 
Jaws in conflict herewith are suspended for this purpose only; 
but this act shall not be construed as authorizing psy, compensa- 
tion, or allowance prior to appointment under it. 

Mr. Converse moved to strike out the words ‘‘in his discre- 
tion,” so as to make the retirement compulsory. Mr. Slo- 
cum accepted this amendment at first and it was adopted in 
Committee of the Whoie. Subsequently he took alarm, and 
when it came to the final vote in the House he said : ‘I be- 
lieve that amendment endangers the bill, and I ask the 
House not to agree to it.” Mr, Converse said, with reference 
to the amendment, ‘I understand that the friends of Gen. 
Porter expect that he will be placed on the retired list if re- 
stored to the Army. The object of tnis amendment, as I 
understand it, is to make that compulsory; that if he is re- 
stored he shall be placed upon the retired list. Now, there 
are persons, myself among tie number, who believe it would 
not be right to place General Porter over men who have 
been serving in the Army now for twenty years while be has 
been out of it, though we are entirely willing to restore him, 
so faras wecan. For onelam unwilling to punish those 
who huve been in the Army and have been rendering service 
twenty years while he has been out of it.” Ws 

Mr. Maginnis—The friends of General Porter are willing 
to leave that matter to the discretion of the President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Slocam—Then vote down the amendment. 

The question taken upon the amendment was not agreed 
to, there being, on a division, ayes 80, noes 134. 

Mr. Steele moved to amend the bill to read as follows : 

“That the President be, and he is hereby, authorized to nomi- 
pate and, by and witl the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
appoint Ward B. Burnett, late a brigadier general of the United 
States Volunteers and a lieutenant of the Army, to the position 
of colonel in the Army of the United States, and, in his discre- 
tion, to place him on the retired list of the Army as of that grade, 
the retired list being thereby increased in number to that extent, 
and all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are suspended 
for this purpose only; but this act shall not be construed as au- 
thorizing pay, compensation, or allowance prior to the passage 
of this act.” 

The amendment was not agreed to. 

Mr. Calkins wanted to amend as follows: 

Strike out all after the anacting clause and insert: 

“That the President of the United States shall bave the power 
to convene a general court-martial, consisting of seven general 
officers not below the rank of brigadier-general, at such times as 
he may see fit, who shall have the power to rotry the case of 
Fitz John Porter. 

“The said court-martial shall consider the evidence originally 
introduced betore the court-martial, and such other testimony 
as the said Fitz John Porter may produce, and likewise such 
other testimony as the United States may produce, 

“ Tha said court-martial hereby authorized shall have all the 
powers of a general court-martial. 

“The Judge-Advocate-general of the Army shall sttend at the 
trialon the part of the Government, assisted by one counsel 
from civil lite to be selected by him. 

“Said court-martial shall find and report whether in their 
judgment the said findings and judgment of said original 
court-martial ought to stand, and make such other recommenda- 


tions as to it shali be deemed best. 

“Said court-martial shall sit with open doors and their pro- 
ceedings shall be public.” 

Mr. Cutcheon wanted to strike from the bill the words 
“together with all the rights, titles, privileges,” so as to make 
it read: 

“That the President be, and he is hereby authorized to nomi- 
pate and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
appuint Fitz-John Porter, late a major-general of the United 
States volunteers, and a brevet brigadier-general and colonel of 
the Army, to the position of colonel in the Army of the United 
States, ofthe same grade and rank held by him at the time of 
his dismissal from the Army,” &c. 

This was lost by a vote of 71 ayes, 142 noes. In reference 
toit Mr. Cutcheon said: ‘*General Porter held in addition 
to that the rank of major-general of volunteers. I do not 
understand tbat it is proposed by anybody here to restore 
him to the grade and rank of major-general of volunteers. 
As the bill now reads without the amendment I have sug- 
gested, it would restore him to that rank aad grade.” 

We add the following interesting extracts from the speeches 
made upon the bill. 


SOME OPINIONS OF MILITARY COURTS, 


Speaking of the necessity for court-martial at the time 
Porter was tried, Mr. Joseph D. Taylor, of Ohio, said: 

“In the town in which I reside a Government officer, a 
provost-martial, was shot dead in his own door-yard in the 
presence of his wife and children. The murderers were ar- 
rested a few days later, in the sem} county, concealed in a 
barn, at noon-day. The evidence of their guilt was over- 
Whelmiug, and yet we did not dare in that county to try that 
case before the civil court because of the political element. 
A certain class of newspapers and a certain class of men 
espoused their cause and at once became their champions. 

he man whom they murdered had been a remarkably vigi- 
lant officer; had arrested deserters, had ferreted out frauds 
» Upon the Government, and done his duty faithfully and 

well, The murderers were total strangers, not a single per- 
fon in the town knew either of them, and yet they had 
lots of friends who openly declared their innocence, and ex- 
tended to them their sympathy. We applied to Gen. Hooker, 
first for a guard to protect the jail, and subsequently 
fora military court to come there and try them, and he 
granted both requests. AndI shall never forget the howl 
that went up about that military court; how it was de- 
nounced by certain newspapers, and how in the opinion of 
many it ought to be driven from the county at the point of 
the bayonet. So great was this excitement that it continued 
to the end of the trial, which lasted fully three months, and 
when the testimony was carried to Cincinnati by the order of 
Gen. Ord, whose remains were spoken of in this House only 
a fow days since, he deemed it his duty, owing 30 the politi- 
= excitement, to approve the record himself, and conceal 
tom the public the order he made for the execution of the 
Prisoners, allowing noone to know the result except the 
yeu and the officers in the camp in charge of them, un- 
fere © culprits were ready for interment, and when inter- 
. nce with the sentence was impossible. He took the re- 
ney of approving the sentence and of seeing it ex- 
pe after which he forwarded the three thousand pages 
testimony to the President. When asked why he concealed 





the fact that they were to be executed from the press and the 
public, he said he was determined to avoid the interference 
of pape ye pp 2 who always interfered in such cases ; 
who misled and improperly influenced the President. He 
knew by experience what that was, and in this case he pro- 
posed to avoid it.” 


= +" yee of Alabama had less respect for military courts. 
© said : 

‘This was not an unparalleled case. Courts-martial are 
less reliable perhaps than other courts, owing to the circnm- 
stances which surround them, While there was more har- 
mony ana good feeling among the generals in the confeder- 
ate army, yet there were courts-martial there. After Long- 
street's failure to take Knoxville some one had to bear the 
responsibility. The commanding general very rarely has the 
nobieness of soul to assume that like Lee did at Gettysburg 
wheu he said, ‘Men never fought better, and I alone am re- 
sponsible,’ 

‘Gen, McLaws was court-martialled by Longstreet and 
tried by a court composed of confederate generals, doubtless 
as honest as those who sat on Fitz-John Porter's case, and 
he too was found guilty and sentenced. The case went to 
the president of the confederacy and his cabinet for exami- 
nation and the result was that the finding of the court was 
reversed and set aside and Gen. McLaws restored to com- 
mand. Courts-martial were not infallible in those days. The 
chief vice of the argument against Porter is the assumption 
of the probability that Pope would have gained a victory but 
for Porter's disobedience. I tell them that such a thing was 
scarcely within the range of possibility. Pope could make 
no move on the chess-board of war which would have worked 
out that result. Forty-seven thousand of the trained veter- 
ans of Jackson and Longstreet under the command of Lee 
in prison and in a position of their own selection could not 
have been beaten by a less number of troops. Forty-three 
thousand of the Old Guard led by Napoleon Bonaparte and 
all of his marshals could not have beaten the confederates 
upon that field. It has always been matter of astonishment 
to me that Pope made as good a fight as he did, and sustained 
no greater losses, and I have always given the credit not to 
him, but to the bigh soldierly qualities of the officers and 
men of his army.” 


PERSONAL TESTIMONY TO PORTER'S CHARACTER. 


Mr. Curtin, of Pennsylvania, said : 

I know Fitz-John Porter well, have known him all his ma- 
ture life. He was appointed from Pennsylvania a cadet at 
West Point, where be was instructed asa soldier. In his 
birth and his lineage from the Revolution which gave this 
country its liberal and matchless constitution, the Porters 
have defended it upon the water and upon the land. When 
the late unhappy war commenced and dark clouds covered 
all this great country, and the people of the North were 
aroused from their peaceful pursuits to face the fact that war, 
cruel savage war, existed, Fitz-John Porter was the first mili- 
tary officer sent to Pennsylvania to assist in the organization of 
troops for the defence of the Government and to meet the 
necessities of the war forced upon us. Washington, the 
capital of the country, was shut out from communication 
with the North and West; there were no means of com- 
munication between the capital and the country at large. 
Being at that time the executive of Pennsylvania, from ne- 
cessity I depended much upon the military judgment sent to 
assist me, Fitz-John Porter was the most enlightened, most 
sleeplessly vigilant and ardent advocate of immediate mili- 
tary discipline, of the levying of troops and the enforcement 
of obedience to the law that came to me through that long 
struggle. 

When I first saw Fitz-John Porter, Mr. Speaker, he was 
young ; his eye was brilliant; his hair was dark; he was the 
model of a young soldier. It was at Harrisburg at the be- 
ginning of the war, when Washington was shut out from 
us. There were sixteen thousand militia there that Porter 
desired to take to Baltimore. They were not clad, barely 
armed, and no comforts for them could be improvised at 
the time. I can see him now as he then presented himself 
when he said, “If you will give me this Army I will march it 
to Washington if I have to march over the askes of cities ; 
but if you do not give me this Army, and Washington 
should fall, you will be responsible.” And I yielded the 
force to his command, and he approached and covered Bal- 
timore, and held all hostile movements in check in that di- 
rection, and this man is now accused of being a traitor who 
thus promptly acted for himself and controlled the first 
movements of troops towards the capital of the country. 
[Great applause. ] 


Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey, said : 

It is my duty to speak to-day for Fitz-John Porter, be- 
cause he is my constituent. It is at the same time a pleas- 
ure and an honor because he is my friend, and I believe him 
to be an honest man and a loyal soldier. 

**'The mills of the gods grind slowly” in his case, 

It was twenty years last week (Monday) «ince the last sig- 
nature was put to the verdict of a military jury which drove 
him out of the Army and made him a leper which his Goy- 
ernment should never touch with an office of trust or 
profit. This verdict awarded him such infamy that for 
awhile Iscariot and Arnold were his only competitors. A 
blundering department furuished to an anxious President, a 
baffled Army, and an indignant people this sacrifice; and 
fifteen millions straining unto death to save their country in 
an hour of supreme despondency and gloom found a momen- 
tary relief in cursing the name of Porter, 

Who was this sacrifice? Qne whose ancestry deserved 
well of this Republic; one who as a boy of gentle heart and 
ways learned in tho National Academy to hold a stain upon 
his honor as a wound, and to conceive all honor as_sphered 
in loyalty to his couatry; one who as a youth stood as the 
most chivalrous and accomplished officer in a guild whose 
military code gives to the testimony of a member under oath 
no greater force than his formal declaration ; one who in 
manhood won wounds and glory in the field, and who on the 
27th day of August, 1862, as said the gentleman from Michi- 
gan, ‘‘stood the consumnate flower of the American Army 
and its pride.” This was the gentle, chivalrous illustrious 
soldier, who was thus lifted up into a storm of obloquy and 
reproach as 8 traitor to his country. What can he do? 
His fate is worse than Arnold's or Judas’s, Arnold, hating 
his country, fled from it and received the rewards of treason; 
but Porter loves his country and has no thought except of 
loyal services. : : F 

Judas went out and died, corscience-stricken; but Porters 
cunscience is clear, remorse refuses to lead him to the field 
of blood. He does what an honest man ought, and only 
can do, He takes up his burden and bears it. He will live, 
and live down his wrongs. He will wait and trust to God 
and his country for redress. He withdrew to the quiet of a 
New Jersey village and established his home. There he 
faithfnlly discharged all his duties, neither seeking nor shun- 
ning observation. He was a good husband, a good father, 
« good neighbor, citizen, and friend. That little village for 
twenty years hed, honored, and loved the man. 
They haveseen his eye grow sad and his hair grow white 
with hope deferred. he neyer talked of his grievance, 














nor asked for pity. He was fulfilling a sentence which, for such 
& man, Edward Everett truly said, was “in some respects 
worse than a sentence of death.” This was his home life, 
His life abroad was a constant struggle to regain his good 
name. That ~S mission, and po ng ted it without 
pause or rest, On every proper occasion, in every proper 
place he declared his innocence, offered his evidence, and 
usked for examination. He began when, on the 3rd day of 
September, 1862, immediately after the battle of Manassas 
he repaired to Washington and demanded a court of inquiry. 
Lincoln granted it on the 5th of September, and here is the 
order, but neither Porter nor the world knew it uatil sixteen 
years afterward. 
Mr. Phelps read this letter from Garfield: 


Wasutncton, D. O., February, 19, 1875. 

Dean Sm: Your two letters came duly to hand, together with 
the pamphlet. I owe yousanapology for not answering you 
sooner. 

T introduced the bill to which you refer, not bocauseT was con- 
scious of any intentional wrong done you by the court for I have 
never concurred in the severe reflections which have from time 
to time appeared in the public press on the motivesand conduct 
of that court; but I am willing that any new evidence yon may 
have shall be presented tothe Governmentin an official form, 
and reported to the Prestdent by a board of officers who were in 
no way connected with the trial or with the operations of the 
army at the time to which the trial relates. 

I have spoken to several members of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, and understand them to be willing to report the bill to 
ths Honse. They have not yet bad an oppotuuity to do so, but I 
hope they will before the session closes. 

I shall consider your pamphlet as confidential, nnless you 
otherwise directe me.

He said of this: I draw my conclusions from this public 
act of General Garfield. As his friend, I can not produce 
his private letters to show how near under provocation he 
came to breaking the secrecy on which honor shut his lips, 
and if I did this dishonor to his memory I should want to 
find something stronger for my case than the Oox letter, 
where he says: “I have not yet made, in the light of the 
new testimony, a careful strategic study of the field and 
map as you have done.” 

Can there be a stronger comment on the impropriety of 
this practice than the effort toclaim an opinion from Gen- 
eral Garfield out of a letter in which he admits that he had 
made no careful study of thesubject? I, too, have letters, 
and they have allusions to this subject not unfavorable to 
the side [ advocate. Here aretwo of them, but they are 
marked “personal;” and I will not read them to hurt the 
dead that I may help the living. 

The Tribune's Washihgton correspondent analyzes the 
vote onthe bill. ‘The bill was passed by 184 to 78—Consid- 
erably more than two-thirds. The only Democrat who voted 
in the negative was Converse, of Ohio. 163 Democrats and 
18 Republicans cast their votes for the bill. Of the latter 
four served in the Union Army, and of the former twelve 
were Union soldiers. Of the Democrats who voted for the 
bill forty-six served in the Rebel army, Of the seventy- 
seven Republicans who voted in the negative, forty-three 
served in the Union Army or Navy. O'Hara, the only re- 
presentative who is a colored man. was one of the Republi- 
cans who voted for the bill. Mr. Randall did not vote.” 

A long debate awaits the bill in the Senate. Among ether 
features of the fightin the Senate will be the reading by 
Senator Logan, of the notes, momoranda and documents 
prepared by General Garfield for delivery in the House, in 
the spring of 1880.

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GENERAL R. 8. MACKENZIE. 
Vancouver Barracks, W. T., Jan. 5, 1884, 


To the Editor of the Oregonian: 

There appeared yesterday in the editorial columns of your 
paper, an article that seems so unjust toward a very gallant 
and highly distinguished officer of the Government, and that 
has so shocked bis friends that I feel constrained to call 
your attention to the matter, believing that you have been 
mirinformed, and will be pleased to rectify the error. 

Brigadier General Ronald 8. Mackenzie's high character, 
fine abilities and brilliaut record will compare favorably with 
those of eny gen: ral of bis age in the world. Asa boy from 
school he entered the service of his country as a lieutenant 
of engineers in 1862, and in two years rose to the rank of 
general officer, and to the command of « brigade of cavalry, 
Since the war he has held important commands in Texas, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Indian Territory, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Wyoming; has kad several successful encounters with 
hostile Indians, and rendered most important and valuable 
eervice to the frontier settlements while faithfully serving 
his Government and exposed to all the hardships and dan- 
gers of Indian cawpaigns. Several times has he been se- 
verely wounded while leading his men in deeds of valor. 
The intense excitement and responsibility with and for a 
command engsged agaiost hostile Indians has wrecked more 
miuds than Mackenzie's 

In tke autumn of 1877 General Mackenzie received a se- 
rious injury pear Fort Sill, Indian Territory, by being thrown 
violently from a wagon and striking his head upon a bard 
gravel road. Taken upin an unconscious state, he remained 
in a delirious and prostrate condition for ten days, and bis 
mind did not resume its accustomed clearness for two weeks 
later, and for months he complained of suffering from the 
effects of thix accident. 

To those who knew hin: best he was regarded as a man of 
correct, temperate habits, and his deportment was con- 
sidered in every reapect exemplary. General Mackenzie ex- 
ercised a strong and very favorable influence, both officially 
and socially, over the younger officers of his commend. He 
was intensely interested in his profession, was constantly 
looking after the welfare of his men and promoting the in- 
terests of those under his command. If he has within the 
last few months or years departed from the customary rules 
of bis life, it has been rather the result of impaired faculties ; 
but I heve no proof of this, and have never heard the 
slightest intimation that such is the fact. 

As be has never served on the Pacific coast, or within a 
thousand miles of the city of Portland, I feel confident that 
you must have been misiuformed concerning thix very dis- 
tipguirhed and worthy officer. 

As Mackenzie's voice is now silent while he journeys, ac- 
companied by three trusted and faithful comrades, toward 
an asylum for the insane, with all bis bright hopes and pros- 
pects in life blighted—a fate to be dreaded far more than 
that of Canby and Custer—in this misfortuce I believe him 
entitled to our most earnest sympithy. 

From all the information I have received from private or 
official sources, or through the public press, I am 1d to 
hope that his disability may be temporary, and that he may 
yet be restored to health.

The following advices were received at the Navy Depart 
ment. Sailed from Cape Town, Nov. 19, 1883, and arrived 
at Tamatave Dec, 11. The usual salutes and civilities were 
exchanged \ith the French authorities. Remained as long 
as necessary—five days—and sailed for Zanzibar, where 
she arrived Dec, 21. There were nine French men-of- 
war at the time in Madagascan waters. This fleet, aud about 
500 infantry, stationed at Tamatave and ite immediate 
vicinity, and about the same uumber on the western coast, 
comprise the entire force now operating against the Mala- 
gasy. Hostilities in a great measure were suspended, await- 
ing action of the Hova government relative to the French 
proposals for an adjustment of the existing difficulty. 
Comdr, Phelps reporte four American citizens, representing 
two mercantile houses, residing at Tamatave. In 1882 the 
imports and exports of these two houses amounted to $569,- 
400, and in 1883, $473,580—the import consisting almust en- 
tirely of American unbleache! sheeting and sbirting and 
the exports of hides and india rubber, shipped on American 
vessels. This year (1883) American manufacturers of un- 
bleached sheeting, and small quantities of kerosene vil and 
box hoops to the value of $100,000 have been imported by 
German vessels from the U. 8. direct. Previous to the war 
about 600 tons of sugar were shipped annually from the Eng- 
lish estates in the veighborbood. About eight American 
vessels, varying from 450 to 800 tons. callannually at Tama 
tave, and leave with full cargoes, The Americans h.ve no 
trading posts north or south of Tamata:e, but they contem- 
plate establishing agents at two or three points as soon as 
the present Franco-Hova difficulties are settled. 
We have received Nos. 8 aud 9, Nov. 10 and Nov. 30, 1883, 
of Vol. IL, of the Brooklyn Eagle, ** So. Atlantic edition,” 
the former dated at Cape Town, and the latter off the E. 
coast cf South Africa They contain a continuation of the 
hirtorical articles on Uruguay and the River Plare Ropub- 
lics and on the Cape Colony, a summary of the Brooky 's 
cruise, verses by Seaman Anderson on the transit of Veuns, 
and an article on the African Diamond Field.

AFFAIRS AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Cavet Benjamin W. Stearns, Fourth Class, fell and broke 
his ankle while exercising in gymnasium drill on Monday. 
The cadets found deficient in their studies and reéommended 
to be dropped have taken advantage of the privilege of 
resigning. A number of them left on Tuesday for their 
bomes. 

The court of inquiry into the hazing affair on Monday 
examined Cadets Welle, Ballinger, Alleu, Snow, Decker and 
Swansthorn, The resignation of Cadet Ferris, Second Class, 
bas been accepted. 

A CADET who was an eye witness to the recent affair at the 
Naval Academy is reported as saying: ‘The quarrel was a 
privat: one between a first class man and a fourth class man. 
Tbe first class man reached out to take hold of the fourth 
class man, when the latter struck him twice with a skate, 
afterward running into a dark room and striking at every- 
body that approached him. Theskates were taken from hiw 
and he was led into the corridor to have it out, but he dart- 
ed down the stairs and ran away, nothing more being seen of 
bim until supper. On leaviog the mess hall a firs‘ class man 
stopped bim and told him he supposed he was ready to go to one 
of the upper floora away from the officer in charge and give 
satisfaction to the man he so cowardly struck. He refused 
and began to strike out at the men around who took hold of 
bim to carry bim to the first floor to fight out the quarrel. 
The scuffle attracted the attention of the officer in charge 
and all present dispersed. Cadet Craig was assured that he 
would be shown fair play and only one to fight, and that 
one the man he had already hit, who is ten pounds lighter 
than he. The statement that anyone else was burt except 
the party he struck with the skate is entirely incorrect. 
There was no hazing connected with this difficulty what- 
ever.” Unfortunately this does not agree with the finding 
of the court convened to inquire into the matter, which has 
finished its investigateon. It was conclusively proven that 
the following cadets were guilty of hazing and a court-mar- 
tial will be held for their trial: J. W. Maxey, of Texas : J. 8. 
McKean, of Ohio, and L. H. Jastremiski, of Louisiana, of 
the first clags, and Frederick Parker, of Massachusetts, of 
the third class. They have been given the privilege of mak- 
ing any statement in their defence. Cadet Parker, who is 
one of the star members of his class, has sent iu his resigna- 
tion, but it has not yet been accepted. 








Mr. Forney, Chairman of the sub-committee on the 
Army Appropriation Bill, has begun work on that 
measure, but as yet has made little progress.

SzorETARY CHANDLER was before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval affairs on Tuesday, and gave his views 
at length in opposition to the bill to restore the Naval 
Cadets affected by the Act of Aug. 5, 1882, to the ser- 
vice. His argument occupied nearly the whole session 
of the committee, so that no vote was taken on that 
day. The committee has recommended to the Appro- 
priation Committee that $16,500 be appropriated to 
carry on the work of compiling the Naval Records of 
the War of the Rebellion. 








Upon the retirement of Rear Admiral Shufeldt, 
which occurs on Feb. 21, two important offices will be- 
come vacant, that of President of the Naval Advisory 
Board and Superintendent of the Neval Observatory. 
Rear Admiral Edward Simpson (just promoted) will be 
ordered to duty as the President of the Advisory Board. 
He is now President of the Ordnance Foundry Boad, 
but their work is about completed, and their report is 
daily expected. Commander S. R. Franklin, who is 
the President of the Naval Examining Board, will be 
the new Superintendent of the Naval Observatory. 








Tae Navy Appropriation bill was reported to the 
House on Friday. Mr. Randall gave notice that he 
would call it up next Tuesday. As reported, the bill 
appropriates the same amount as last year for salaries, 
$168,000 is appropriated for the Bureau of Ordnance: 
$735,000 for the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting ; 
$295,000 for Medical Bureau; $1,035,000 for Clothing ; 
$1,000,000 for Construction and Repairs ; $750,000 for 
Steam Engineering. The one million appropriated by 
act of March 3, 1883, for engines and machinery of the 
double turreted monitors is reappropriated. The fol- 
lowing .are the only new feature of legislation in 
the Bill. Hereafter none of the vacancies in various 
grades of line and staff corps shall be filled by promotion 
until such grades shall be reduced to numbers fixed by 
Act of August, 5th 1882. That all enlisted men and 
boys of the Navy attached to vessels, and naval cadets 
shal! be allowed aration or commutation thereof in mon- 
ey; that no vessel sball receive repairs to exeeed 20 per 
cent. of the estimated cost; that no appointment except 
by promotion shall be made in Marine Corps until the 
number is reduced to seventy-five; that no retired offi- 
cer of the Army, Navy or marine Corps shall hold posi- 
tion in the Civil Service and draw his pay and allow- 
ance as a retired officer. 

The Committee took very kindly to the 
proposition of the Naval Committee to form the 
heads of bureaus into a Naval A-lvisory Board, but, in- 
asmuch as they had leftout other amendments proposed 
by that body, it was decided to leave it out also, but 
will give it their support when presented in the House. 
The Naval Committee, in making this recommendation, 
adopted the bill of Mr. Harmer, leaving out the clause 
providing for two civilian members of the board. 

The following are the recommendations of the 
Naval Affairs Committee, relating to the reduction in 
the staff, which the Appropriation Committee refused 
to put in: 

Tbe President of the United States is hereby directed on 
the first day of July, 1884, or as soon thereafter as practic- 
able. to reduce ths staff corps of the Navy on the active list 
as follows : Medical Directors from 14 to 5; Medical Inspec- 
tors 15 to 5; Pay Directors from 13 to 5; Pay Inspectors 12 
to 5; Chief Engineers 69 to 50; by selecting from the said 
grades such of the officers as can best be spared from the 
Service and placing them on the retired list, with the rank 
they shall respectively hold at the time of retirement. 

Provided, That the highest relative rank of Chief En- 
gineers shall be Lieutenant-Commander,

York, and the Board of Engineers, believing that “no 
ships yet built or designed could remain under their fire 
long evough to do them damage,” has recommended the 
application of the same turret system to Boston and 
other harbors. 

If Congress, then, has the will to provide for seacoast 
defence, it can find the way. This year is the one above 
all others for the purpose, and the Forty—eighth Congress 
should be the body. A great surplus in the Treasury 
makes it possible without any strain on the national 
finances, to provide those coastwise defences which in 
some day of stress may save the country from humilia. 
tion and the loss of billions in money. 
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OUR DEFENCELESS SEA COAST. 
Is there a country on the globe save our own, which, 
having $60,000,000 of surplus revenue, and knowing 
hat its entire seaboard is at the mercy of any fleet of 
modern efficiency, would neglect to provide itself with 
suitable coastwise defences ? 
No appropriations for new works, or even for the 
modification of existing works, on ocean, gulf, or lake 
frontier, have been made by Congress for fully eight 
years. ‘‘There is not a harbor iu the country,” says 
Admiral Porter, “‘ where an ordinary ironclad cannot 
pass the batteries, choosing its own time for doing so.” 
Can there be any question that Congress should pro- 
vide for the manufacture of heavy guns? From a mar- 
tial or patriotic population an army may be summoned 
in a day; but heavy ordnance cannot be exteuporized. 
It may be answered that torpedoes will defend our har- 
bors; but unless these are covered anil swept by an 
adequate fire an enemy will remove or countermine 
them. Should a war break out suddenly, no foreign 
couniry could supply heavy rifled guns in season, while 
a blockade might prevent them from being brought 
into our ports, even could they be obtained. Congress 
has the official word of the Board ot Engineers that 
there is not mounted in this country a single gun able 
to cope with heavily armored ships. What Congress 
should bear in mind is that it will take probably a year 
and a half to mount the first of these guns in the forts 
after the order for their manufacture is given. 
The supply of torpedoes and torpedo vessels is another 
practical measure. Defensive coast warfare has taken 
on new possibilities with the submarine gun. Gen. 
Wright has pointed out that there is urgent need for the 
purchase of in-perishable torpedo material for storage in 
harbors, and that San Francisco alone should receive 
half a million dollars’ worth of this. Yet what is the 
use of a torpedo system when its connecting wires and 
operating instruments are al the mercy of an enemy’s 
artillery? Congress needs to supply the chief harbors 
with casemates and cable galleries for the protection of 
the torpedo mechanism—a small expense, but one ab- 
solutely essential. There is now fully planned, also, a 
system of barbette batteries, designed for modern guns 
of the largest calibre. This system should be pushed to 
completion in those harbors, at least, where the present 
sites of the forts are free from all objections. It would 
be worth while, also, fur the committee having these 
subjects in charge to look into the matter of impenetrable 
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CONGRESS AND THE ARMY. 
Tae Army has had and can still claim many goed 
friends in Congress, and conspicuous in their ranks this 
winter is Congressman J. F. Finerty, of Lilinois, who 


U. S. ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL! a: introduced several bills thoroughly in sympathy with 


the sentiment and needs of the Army of to-day. Con. 
gressman Finerty has seen Army life as it actually is in 
camp and garrison, on the march, in bivouac, and in 
Indian battle. He has taken part, as an Army corres. 
pondent, in frontier campaigns, and his views are de- 
rived from personal observation and experience and 
conversation with officers and men. 

In the Journat of Jan. 26, we printed several of the 
military bills offered in the House by Mr. Finerty, 
They include H. R. 3587, to confer brevet promotion for 
distinguished services in Indian warfare; H. R. 3117, 
to reorganize the infantry on the 12-company, 3-battal- 
ion basis, in general accordance with the plan advocated 
by General Sherman; and H. R. 3118, to regulate pro- 
motions in, and to increase the efficiency of the Army. 
Of this last bill we desire specially to speak just now. 
/ It seems to us that all kindred bills should be promptly 
merged in this oue, which in fact covers them all. Not 
the least of its merits is its comprehensive simplicity. 
It enacts that any officer of the Army below the rank of 
colonel, having served continuously for sixteen years in 
one grade, or, if a lieutenant, as first and second lieu- 
tenant for that period, shall receive promotion to the 
next higher grade, and be assigned to place, as vacan- 
cies may occur, in order of promotion. The provisos 
are that nothing shall disturb the existing relative rank 
of officers, that the promotion shall date from «ssign- 
ment to place, and that the whole number of officers in 
any arm of the Service shall not be increased thereby. 
With cautious safe-guards like these, it is difficult to 
see how Congress can object to Mr. Finerty’s bill. The 
need of some legislation on the subject is clear, when 
we find officers serving in one grade from 17 to 23 
years. All the more important is such a measure from 
the fact that there is now little prospect of that extra 
stimulus to promotion that comes from the exigencies 
of war, or of an increased military establishment. 

If this bill in any way would do injustice to existing 
chances of promotion, it of course should be modified 
go as to remove even the faintest tinge of such injustice; 
but such remarks on it as have reached us hitherto from 
the Army, have entered no such complaint, and have, 
indeed, all been in its favor. It would be greatly de 
sirable, we think, to have service in a grade, for a given 
number of years, followed, through simple process of 
law, by promotion carrying the rank and pay of the next 
higher grade, irrespective of the present maximum of 
officers in the grade. But, doubtless, the pending bill 
goes as far in this direction as it would be wise now to 
attempt. 

To show the immediate changes that might occur 
under Mr. Finerty’s bill, we give a statement of the 
length of service of all officers who will he entitled to 
promotion under the bill during the present year. This 
makes a showing of 18 Captains of Cavalry and 2 Ist. 
Lieuts. of Cavalry—20. 
16 Captains of Artillery and 21 1st Lieuts. of Artill- 
ery—37. 

102 Captains of Infantry and 23 1st Lieuts. of Infan- 
try—125. 

Line officers, total, 182; Staff officers, total, 56; Total 
officers affected by the bill, 238. In the 
Adjutant General’s Department are 4 Majors, vi2-, 
Majors Greene and Breck, 22 years, July 17, 1884 ; 
Wood, 20 years, June 24, 1884; Taylor, 18 years, 
March 380, 1884.

A NATIONAL GUARD CONVENTION. 


Tue feeling 1n regard to the necessity of taking some 
steps toward advancing the efficiency of the National 
Guard of this country has become so decided that, 
after a long correspondence between the various States, 
a call has been issued for a convention, to meet at Cin- 
cinnati, March 26 and 27. Nearly all the States will 
be represented by their leading National Guard officers, 
and an interesting meeting is expected. 

Generals Slocum and Rogers, who are now in Con- 
gress, are warmly in favor of replacing the obsolete 
legislation now contained in the United States Revised 
Statutes by modern provisions, and the former has in 
his hands a bill on the subject which provides, amorg 
other things, for the use by the National Guard of the 
forts, and their instruction in artillery firing, as recently 
suggested in the ARMy AND Navy JournaL. The feel- 
ing in favor of legislation for the militia is stronger in 
the present, than in any previous Congress, and Gen- 
eral Slocum feels confident that a reasonable bill can be 
passed without difficulty. 

Notice of all matters which it is intended should be 
brought before the Convention, must be given to the 
Secretary, Adjutant-General W. L. Alexander, Des 
Moines, Iowa, before March 5th, so that the delegates 
may be given notice of them. Among the subjects 
which it is understood will be discussed are ‘‘ Camps, 
and their management,” ‘‘ Artillery practice by the 
National Guard,” ‘* Methods of instruction,” etc., etc. 

















THE DEFEAT OF GENERAL BAKER. 


Tue double disaster that has just vccurred to the 
Khedive’s forces on the Red Sea coast is by all odds the 
greatest since the annihilation of Hicks’s army at 
El Obeid. 

What makes the rout of Baker and the crushing of 
Tewfik especially significant, is that these disasters 
have been accomplished by outlying forces, which 
never had pretended to the coherence or the discipline 
and effectiveness of an army. They are mere roving 
Bedouin bands, stimulated far more, probably, by the 
hope of plunder than by any religious devotion to the 
fortunes of Mohammed Ahmed as the appointed Mes- 
siah of Islam. Only a few days before Gen. Baker 
started on his march from Suakim to the relief of Tokar, 
it was confidently declared that he had the pledges of 
many Sheikhs that they would support him in his pur- 
pose, The promises were worthless, perhaps were inten- 
tionally deceptive; and one of the results of this week’s 





work must be the disheartening abandonment of past 


hopes of accomplishing anything through the alliance 
of the neighboring tribes. The whole country is evi- 
dently ia insurrection, from the Nile to the Red Sea. 

We may fairly presume that Tokar and Sinkat are 
already both in the hands of the rebels. Both have 
been surrounded and cut off from supplies for months, 
and while the desperate und fatal sortie and flight of 
Tewfik formed the practical abandonment of the latter, 
the defeat of Baker’s rescuing expedition seals the fate 
of the other. We do not see that eitber, to be sure, 
was Of any intrinsic strategic importance. Tokar is 
about three score miles south of Suakim, on the road to 
Massowah and Abyssinia; Sinkatmore to the west, on 
the road to the interior. They were, however, in a cer- 
tain sense, outlying garrisons of Suakim, and their fall 
makes it clear that Baker, with the shattered remnants 
of his forces, must be content to be shut up in thie port, 
under the protection of the British gunboats. 

The general results, thus far, are that out of a force 
of about 4,000 men, which Baker had under him, less 
than half remain, the rest having been butchered, 
mostly on the retreat, and Baker’s four Krupp cannon 
and two Gatlings are also lost. Tewfik’s force, which 
was cut to pieces, numbered about 400. The few Eu- 
ropeans and the Turks under Baker fought well, but 
the Egyptians again proved worthless. 








Senator Hale is in receipt of a large number of letters 
in reply to his request for the views of officers on his 
bill (S. 697), to promote the efficiency of the Navy.

The very long 
range of modern heavy ordnance subjects a city toa 
destructive fire delivered at the distance of several 
miles from the shore.” 








Tue question of who will he assigned to the com- 
mand of the proposed Greely relief expedition is one 
of great .interest to naval officers generally.

AT the special request of the Governor of New

Tue President this week withdrew the nomination 
of Lieut. Armstrong, and the other nominations conse. 
quent upon his promotion. This was made necessary 
by the action of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs in voting against the ruling of the Secretary of 
War, that officers who have been found incapacitated 
for active duty, but are still on the active list, are not 
eligible for promotion. Thus, it will be seen that 
Lieut. Lynde gained his point, though Lieut. Arm. 
strong will not suffer much thereby, as he receives a 
promotion on account of the death of Capt. Thos. M. 
Tolman. Under the new ruling of the Committee 
Lieut. A. H. Nave, although incapacitated, will receive 
the captaincy made vacant by Col. Sberidan’s resigna- 
tion of his commission as captain. Many similar cases 
will likely occur before a law is passed making a sepa- 
rate reserved list for officers who are not able to per- 
form duty but are not yet retired. Secretary Lincoln 
based his ruling on precedents extending as far buck as 
1812, but the Committee held that the only legal 
method of promotion was by seniority. Since the 
withdrawal of Lieut. Armstrong’s nomination and 
Lieut. Lynde’s promotion in his stead, the Committee 
has passed favorably upon all the nominations before 
it, except Cooper and Bigelow. Capt. Armes is re- 
sponsible for the hitch in these nominations. It is not 
bel:eved that he can accomplish anything more than 
to delay action upon them. A favorable report may be 
expected upon them next week. 





Surczon Wm. K. Van Reypen, U. S. N., was de- 
tailed, Feb. 7th, as assistant to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. By virtue of his position, under the 
Statutes, he performs the duties of the Chief of the 
Bureau, while that office is vacant or when the Chief is 
absent. This action naturally gave rise at once to the 
impression that there will be a further delay in the ap- 
pointment of a Surgeon General. While Secretary 
Chandler confidently looked for Medical Director Gun- 
nell’s nomination immediately on the President’s return 
from New York, many Senators and others are known 
to have interested themselves in behalf of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wales, and even the influence of Senator Cameron 
in London is said to have been solicited by cable. But 
with Surgeon Van Reypen’s detail, there will now be 
an acting chief of the bureau. Medical Inspector Adrian 
Hudson was relieved from that position several weeks 
ago, and was sent to the European Station to join the 
Lancaster, and since the expiration of Surgeon General 
Wales’ term of office there has been neither chief nor 
assistant chief of the bureau. Sturgeon Van Reypen 
entered upon his duties as acting chief on Wednesday. 











WE used to hear much of a threatened battle of Dor- 
king; now, in the fullness of time, it has come io the 
unexpected shape of an attack on the Duke of Albany, 
at that place, by an unmannerly fellow, with a quart of 
beer.

Tue Secretaries of War and Navy accompacied 4 
large delegation of Illinois journalists to Mount Ver- 
non on Wednesday, on the U. 8. S. Despatch. 
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Tue Secretary of War transmitted to the House uf 
Representatives, on Wednesday, the information called 
for by the resolution of the 15th of January. This re- 
solution requested a statement of officers borne on sick 
report for long periods or continuously, since July 1, 
1876, to December 31, 1883; those recommended for 
retiremeat between those dates; the number of officers 
now on sick leave ; the length of time’such officer who 
has been retired since July 1, 1882, up to December 31, 
1933, has been on sick leave prior to his retirement ; 
the names of the officers recommended for retirement 
py bourds, and the date of retirement of each officer re- 
tired thereupon, showing those who have not been 
retired up to Dezember 31, 1883 ; the number of vacan- 
cies that existed in the grade of 2d Lieutenant on the 
1st of September, 1879, and 20th of November, 1880 ; 
the names of a!] persons appointed from civil life and 
non commissioned officers appointed to be 2d Lieuten- 
ants in each of the two years ending June 30, 1880-1881. 
The reply made to this resolution was necessarily very 
voluminous. The statements are made under separate 
heads as above. Under the head of those borne on the 
rolls as sick and unable to perform duty continuously 
for one yeat or longer, from July, 1876, to December, 
1883, are included the names of 242 officers. The 
following is a list of officers who have been recom- 
mended for retirement, or been found iacapacitated for 
active service by Army Retiring Boards, between 
1876 and 1883, and who had not been retired December

RECENT DEATHS. 

Cot. Danie H. MoPuarn, who died in Brooklyn on 
Wednesday of last week in his seventy-second year, entered 
the Army from Maryland March 5, 1837, as 2 2d lieutenant 
of the 5th U. 8. Infantry ; promoted 1st lieutenant March 1, 
1840, and captain July 10, 1846. He served through the 
Mexican War, and received the brevet of major for gallantry 
at Contreras and Churubusco. On the 3d of April, 1849, he 
resigned. He served from 1861 until Jan. 1, 1869, as an ad- 
ditional paymaster of volunteers, and rendered good service 
during the war. The funeral took place on Friday, Feb. 1, 
from 43 Sands street, Brooklyn, and was quite private. 

Cart. LEonaRD D. sHAw, who died in New York City on 
Tuesday, was a widely known navigator of the old school 
He was over eighty, and for forty years had followed the sea 
for a living. Whena lad at school he had as classmates 
Gen. Neal Dow, ex-Secretary Fessenden, and Rear Admiral 
Alden. Capt. Shaw began his nautical career during the 
war of 1812, when he was a cabin boy on board the frigate 
Enterprise. On leaving the Enterprise he shipped on the 
privateersman Teaser, his service on that famous vessel giv- 
ing him the sobriquet of Teaser Shaw, one that ching to him 
for many years. At the conclusion of the war he entered 
the merchant service, first as a subordinate officer, and sub- 
sequently as master and owner. When the civil war broke out 
he was placed in command of the Dunderbverg, stationed at 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard and assigned to harbor defence 
duty. On her decks Capt. Shaw did his last service for his 
country and his last duty as a sailor, retiring at the conclu- 
sion of the war and living either in New York or at bis coun- 
try residence at Southport, Conn. 

Mrs. Sarau L. MERcHANT, widow of the late Gen. Chas. 
S. Merchant, U. 8. A., died suddenly February 3, of pneu- 
monia, at Carlisle, Pa. She was married to General Mer- 
chant when he was a Lieutenant of Artillery stationed at 
Fort Constitution, N. H. The Carlisle Zvening Sentinel, re- 
ferring to her death, says: ‘‘In the various vicissitudes in 
the military life of her husband, even with a large family of 
children, she has 1n almost every instance accompanied him 
from station to station, so that her experience in the mili- 
tary association haa extended from Maine to California, and 
to the borders of the Everglades. In this respect, she has 
proved herself a Spantan wife. The details of such changes, 
the exposures and discomforts of an early life in this new 
country of ours, especially when the Government orders are 
inexorable, can only be understood by those who have passed 
through them. The wreck of the steamer San Francisco, 
in December, 1853, off Hatteras, in which Mrs. Merchant 
suffered, though endangering her life, never impaired her 
nerve, because she soon after went to the Pacific coast with 
her husband by the sea route.” The funeral services took 
place on Tuesday, and the remains were placed in Ashland 
Cemetery with those of her husband. 

WENDELL Paruutps, the great abolitionist, whose name 
and fame are world wide, died at his home in Boston, Feb- 
roary 2. On Saturday last he was feeling very unwell, and 
on Sunday he was confined to his bed. His physician was 
called four times on that day. His disease was angina pec- 
toris. He has shown symptoms of heart disease for the past 
two or three years. Mr. Phillips retained cousciousness up to 
the hour of death. He died very peacefully. Mr. Phillips 
was in his seyenty-third year. He leaves a wife and one 
The funeral ceremonies took place in 
Boston on Wednesday in the presence of an immense con- 
course, including some of the most distinguished citizens of 
Massachusetts. 

We regret to learn of the death at Washingten, on the 3rd 
of February, -of Mrs. Cornelia M. Knox, the wife of Lieut. 
T. T. Knox, First Cavalry. Her disease was pneumonia which 
resulted from a cold contracted while eonvalescing from the 
measles. . 


Gen. OtIveR Hazarnp Patmer, who served with distinc- 
tion in the volunteers during the war, died last Saturdey, 
Feb. 2, at his residence ia New York City. He went to the 
war as colonel of the 108th New York. The funeral took 





place on Wednesday. Commander Allan D. Brown, U.S. N., 
officiated as one of the pall-bearers. 

M. Rovner, the trusted Minister and friend of the Third 
Napoleon, died at Paris Feb. 3, in his 70th year. Few men 
in Europe were more noted than he twenty years ago, and 
though his title was that of Minister of State his power was 
such that he was commonly known as the Vice-Emperor. 

Mrs. CaTraRINnE Dix, widow of Gen. John A. Dix, died at 
her residence in New York City on last Sunday evening in 
her 77th year. She married hor late husband when she was 
eighteen, and he at the time a captain of Artillery. 

Mr. Harvey A. ALLEN, a lawyer of New York City, who 
served for some years in the British Navy, and with distinc- 
tion in the Crimea, died Feb. 1. 

Samvet D.’Hayes, a veteran of the War of 1812, died Feb.

FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS.

| At the meeting of the House Committee on Military 
| Affairs, on Tuesday, Mr. Steele was instructed to re- 
| port to the House favorably the following amendment 
| to his bill (H. R. 355), now on the House calendar, to 
) provide for the muster and pay of certain officers of the 
volunteer forces: ‘* Or were prevented from performing 
| Said duties under their respective commisions by reason 
;of wounds received in the line of duty, or by sickness 
|in hospital, or by being prisoners of war.” The bill H. 
R. 75, to appoint Edward Byrne a Captain of Cavalry 
in the Army, was passed upon favorably. Also the 
following: H. R. 1683. To abolish the military reser- 
vation at Fort Rice, Dakota; H. R. 1684. Vacating all 
that portion of the Fort Raniiall Military reservation 
lying est of the Missouri River. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 1e- 
ported adversely the bill (3. 469) to increase the salaries 
and pay of Chaplainsin the Army. This action was 
taken in accordance with the following letter from the 
Adjutant General of the Army, whose opinion was re- 
quested on the subject : 

‘These officers are now almost entirely relieved of the 
educational duties which formerly appertained to their offi- 
ces, and which was one of the important purposes of their 
original employment, and accordingly, little service is re- 
qnired of them. In view of this fact it is believed that 
tue pay and allowances they now receive are sufficient com- 
pensation for their services. It is not believed that any 
class of clergymen in civil life whose clerical duties are gen- 
erally light, receive anything like the compensation given to 
the chaplains of the Army. It is my opinion that the teach- 
ers, who are charged with the mental guidance and instrac- 
tion of the enlisted men and the children at Army posts are, 
much more than the chaplains, entitled to increase of 
pay.” 

Senator Logan has reintroduced his bill of last session 
to increase the efficiency of the Army. The bill increases 
the pay of enlisted men; allows department commanders 
to employ soldiers as servauts; allows officers serving 
away from th2ir stations as members of Court-martial, 
a per diem allowance of $2.50 per day; permits the 
employment of civilians as clerks at division and de- 
partment headquarters; gives acting assistant quarter- 
masters the same additional compensation as that al- 
lowed acting commissioners of subsistence; authorizes 
the issue of fuel to officers. The bill is identical with 
that introduced last year, with the exception of secs. 
12 and 18, which have been stricken out, having been 
covered by the act of March 3, 1883. 

The Secretary of the Navy sent to the House on Wed- 
nesday a copy of a communication of Rear Admiral 
Shufeldt and a memorandum from H. M. Paul 1n re- 
lation to the status of the assistant astronomers at the 
Naval Observatory. ‘he communications are in the 
nature of a request for action of Congress on the behalf 
of these gentlemen. It is recommended by both the 
Secretary and Rear Admiral Shufeldt that an act be 
passed providing that the assistant astronomers at the 
Naval Observatory be commissioned as assistant astron- 
omers, with the same rank, pay and provisions for re- 
tirement as that p~ovided for assistant naval construc- 
tions in sections 1477, 1556, 1443 and 1444 of the R. 8. 
and the previous service of these assistant astronumers 
at the Naval Observatory, whether continuous or other- 
wise, be taken into account in reckoning their longevity 
pay, and for any further appoiatments to, or to fill va- 
cancies in, the position of assistant astronomers at the 
Naval Observatory. Candidates shall be examined by 
a Board of Examiners and a Board of Professors of 
Mathematics at the Naval Observatory. These exami- 
nations shall be open to all who apply to the Secretary 
of the Navy for permission to appear before said board. 

The following resolutions calling for information from 
the heads of departments were adopted in the Senate on 
Wednesday : 

Resolved, That the Secretary ofthe Treasury be directed to 
transmit to the Senate copies of the decisions of the Second Comp- 
troller, dated Jan. 3, July 31, and Aug. 16 1883, ou the claims vf 
Gunners James Nash and Samuel Cross under the so-called lon- 
gevity provisions of the Naval Appropriation Act of Aug. 6, 1882; 
together wich a statement of the number and amounts of the 
claims allowed by said Comptroller and paid under said provis- 
ions, and their respective dates of settlement, and whether the 
same were paid from current appropriations or reported to Con- 
gress and paid ia pursuance of appropriations therefor. 

Resolved, Tuat the Secretary of War be directed to report to the 
Senate the number, pay, station aud duties of civilian engineers 
employed by the Government; also the stations and duties of the 
engineer officers of the Army. 


The Naval Committee of the Senate has got through 
hearing testimony on Mr. Hale’s bill providing for the 
construction of new cruisers and will shortly begin the 
preparation of their report. At the meeting on Thurs- 
day a general discussion was had on the bill, but us sev- 
eral of the members had not read all the testimony that 
had been submitted no conclusions were reached as to 
the number and kind of vessels that will be reeommend- 
ed tu be built. Senator Hale is anxious to get his bill 
reported as soon as possibi¢ and will probably call special 
meetings so that an early report can be made. The 
committee on Thursday decided to report adversely the 
bill (S. 717) to settle the accounts of John G. Bose as an 
officer of the Navy from Oct. 24, 1864, and to restore 
him to the place in the list of lieutenant commanders, to 
which he would be entitled by regular promotion. 
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The Select Committee on Ship Building has reported

CONSOLIDATION OF NAVAL BUREAUS.—III. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ix our former letters upon this subject we purposely 
refrained from commenting upon one phase intimately 
connected with it, because that phase has been looked 
ypon from a different stand poift in England and in 
this country. We refer to the question of responsibili- 
ty, which seems to have been hitherto governed by its 
social aspect in England, an aspect which has no raison 
@itre in the United States. : 

Sir E. J. Reed, the staunch friend of Royal Naval 
Bogineers, though a constructor himself, explains in a 
somewhat apologetic strain that the Engineering De- 
partment is not co-equal with that of Construction in 
Eogland, because responsibility required that some one 
superior should be answerable for mistakes in both de- 
partments. ; : by 

This seems to the American mind a non sequitur of 
the boldest kind, for, when the common superior is 
censured, what 1s easier than for him to blame his sub- 
chief of the Engineering Department or him of the Con- 
struction Department, according as the bad work is 
under the one or the other? And that he must have 
these two sub-chiefs there is abundant evidence to show. 
As an eminent ship builder pithily expressed it a short 
timeago: “The Almighty hasn’t made the man who 
can do the entire work of both branches himself,” and 
in this the shipbuilder is supported by the less forcibly 
uttered opinions of John Lenthall and E. J. Reed, than 
whom America and Eugiand have produced no better 
constructors. What have we against these opinions 
except the recommendations of those who disclaim the 

ion of technical knowledge ? 

But to return to the Eaglish view of the case: when 
we reflect upon the social status of the two officials, and 
remember that until lately a mere eugineer, no matter 
what his skill or attainments, has not been considered 
the social equal of My Lords Commissioners for execut- 
ing the office of Lord High Admiral of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, etc., the matter 
is explained: there had to be a Director and Controller 
to prevent the contamination of blood by iron. 

Now, in your issue of February 2d, Mr. Editor, it 
was shown that the present tendency in England is to 
raise the status of the Engineering Department, and 
the question is even broached of having a Naval En- 
gineer on the Board of Admiralty; so it would seem 
that the “hupper suckles” of naval administration at 
least, are about to be entered by an individual who is to 
shoulder the responsibilities of his own engineering 
mistakes. It may soon be expected, therefore, that in 
England the neglect of the rivet-boy who heats a rivet 
badly [see “The Battle of Port Said,” (to be) fought in 
1886], instead of being passed along through the rivetter, 
leading man, foren.an, superintending engineer, chief 
constructor, admiral superinteudent, port admiral and 
“Miluds,” until it is diluted to nothing, will stop short 
much nearer the place where it appropriately belongs. 

To epitomize our steps as far as we have gone: 1. 
The Directcr of Construction was the only technical 
man fit to associate in old times with my Lords Com- 
missioners. 2. Therefore the Engineering Department 
of the Royal Navy was subordinated to that of Con- 
struction on the alleged plea of ‘‘responsibility.” 3. 
This plan has been found unsatisfactory of late years in 

ngland as it was in this country upon the outbreak of 
our war. 4. Hence the agitation to place a representa- 
tive of Engineering on the Board of Admiralty. 5.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


LINE OFFICERS. 


Tux ideas prevalent in the National Guard as to the differ- 
ence between line and staff officers appear to be somewhat 
confused. Not only in every day parlance but even in official 
documents the terms line and staff are frequeutly used to 
distinguish one class of regimental officers from another. 
This is all wrong. All regimental officers belong to tlie line. 
Staff officers are such as belong to the general staff depart- 
ments, Adjutant General's, Quartermaster’s, Medical, ete. 
Outside of these, all belong to the line. The objection that 
regimental adjutants, quartermasters, commissaries, etc., are 
not in the line of promotion is fallacious, because in the Na- 
tional Guard there is no line of promotion. Positions are 
filled by election, and seniority of commission is not neces- 
sarily taken into consideration. If a National Guard regi- 
ment were mustered into the service of the United States, 
heutenants who hold commissions as adjutants, quartermast- 
ers, etc., would take rank among their grade according to 
date of commission, and take their promotion in proper turn 
the same aa is the case in the Army. The fact that an offi- 
cer not belonging to a regular staff department is appointed 
by the colonel to a position in the regimental staff does not 
remove him from the line, and the term staff officer applies 
to him only in a limited and peculiarsense, Officers serving 
with companies should be designated as ‘‘ company officers” 
and not as line officers. Field, staff and company officers of 
a regiment all belong to the line. 





NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


LIZUTENANT-GENERAL P. H. Sheridan, the commander 
of the U. 8. Army, was, on Tuesday, February 5th, elected 
President of the National Rifle Association, in place of Gen- 
eral U. 8. Grant, whose term of service had expired at the 
end of the year 1888. In view of the fact stated, that Gen- 
eral Sheridan had previously signified his consent to this 
choice, the satisfaction with which his election is universally 
regarded appears to be well founded. The General is not 
only a good shot himself but has at all times manifested in- 
terest in the subject of rifle firing, and it is, therefore, pre- 
dicted that he will not only give prestige to the Association 
by his high rank and position, but that he will also aid per- 
sonally in the effort to raise it to that standing in the es- 
timation of the country, to which, as the originator and 
cultivator of American marksmanship, it is entitled. Sol- 
diership and marksmanship are so closely connected that 
the conmander of the Army becomes, naturally, the head of 
the Rifle Association, to which belongs the credit of furnish- 
ing the first impetus in the movement which has resulted in 
the present high state of proficiency of the military marks- 
men of this country. We hope that these expectations will 
be realized. 

Gen. Geo. W. Wingate at the same meeting was re-elected 
vice-president; Col. Rodney 0. Ward, 23d Regiment, N. G. 
8. N. Y., treasurer; and Col. Joseph G. Story, Ordnance De- 
partment, 8. N. Y., Lieut. E. L. Zalinski, 5th U. 8. Artillery, 
and Mr. W. W. Forrest were chosen on the Executive Com- 


mittee. 

Col. Story is a veteran of the organization and one of its 
hardest workers. Lieut. Zalinski isa new member, but his 
well-known enthusiasm and thorough knowledge of all that 
pertains to rifle as well as artillery firing indicate that he will 
be an acquisition to the association in ,the field of active 


labor. 
Ex-Secretary Geo. W. Seabury was eleceed as an honorary 


director for three years. 


MEDICAL RECORD OF THE N. Y. STATE CAMP. 


In his annual report, Surgeon General Bryant, of the staff of 
the Governor of New York, announces, with not a little profes- 
sional pride, that much less is to be found to criticise and con- 
demn in the officers of the Medical Department than it has been 
his custom to hear of and observe on the part of those connected 
with other branches of the service. He thinks that regimental 
commanders make a mistake in treating medical officers as orna- 
mental ivxuries serviceable only for the display of a iull staff on 

arades and inspections. 

. The true fenetien of the medical officer would be the better 
indicated if, on such occasions, he were held up to notice when 
absent, as one who was inattentive to duty rather than to dis- 
play. By giving judicious advice to regimental commandants and 
men—proffered if not asked—he should endeavor to avoid the 
contingencies that make troops ill. ‘‘Long and continuous march- 
ing upon slippery pavements with the mercury in the eighties, 
the body incumbered with the stereotyped dress-suit and 
weighed down with agun, implies a degree of muscular effort 
and physical endurance on the part of the rank and ile, which 
is not too often fully appreciated by the officer in command, 
whose main duty at this time consists in keeping distarce and 
properly saluting, while riding erect. The ordering ot com- 
mards on acold, windy November day, to appear in white pants 
for a public parade, when the bodies of the men become hot and 
perspiring, and their legs cold and clammy on account of the il- 
logical distribution and quality of the clothing, should be op- 
posed by the medical officers; and the commandants impressed 
by the fact, that, while pomp and display constitute something 
of military glory, yet, he commands best who most cousults the 
comfort and health of his men. If regimental commandants 
would hold their medical officers accountable tor the physical 
welfare of the men while under arme, and heed their advice, the 
necessity of discharging many who can date their inability to 
perform duty from the time of some injudicious march or ex- 
posure, would be diminished, if not entirely checked,’ 

A properly educated Hospital Steward is a most important ad- 
juvant to the medical department of a regiment. Examples ofa 
livery-stable keeper aud an undertaker filling these important 
positions are within easy recollection. The physical examination 
of men prior to enlistment should be obligatury rather than up-

they have received, rather than in favor of exposing the pam 
the deleterious influences of an aiditional sink, to which men of 
this stamp would be unlikely to give a healthy tone.” 

Doctor Bryant agrees with ua in recommending the consttac- 
tion of a suitable bathing establishment at the camp at an early 
date. Of the several organizations which participated in last 
year’s camp hesays: The average daily temperature when the 
Tist Regiment was there was about seventy-three degrees Fabrene 
heit, and the nights cool. The members of the commaad hus- 
banded their strength well aod wisely devoted the time between 
‘taps’ and ‘reveille’ to securing that rest essential to the morrow’s 
duties. Had this not been done, the prescription list would no 
doubt have been greater. 

The physical status of the Seventh is only equalled by !ts esprit 
de corps. The policing was excellent, not only witbin the immedi« 
ate limits of the tented portion of the field, but also its contigu- 
eus surroundings; habits of cleanliness and the avoidance of une 
sanitary acts characterized the members ofthe commaud. The 
medical officers were experienced in their duties, and exercised a 
careful supervision over the men; they aided such as were in the 
immediate need of their professional services, and by wise counsel 
to both the men and officers largely furestalled the evil effects de- 
pendent upon undue exposure. If a strict attention to the manifold 
duties of a soldier, together with a smalisick list dependent 
thereon were the only indications necessary to constitute a rejia- 
per oe efficient organization the Seventh could justly lay claim 
to it. 

To the 13th Regt. belongs the credit of the iowest percentage 
prescribed ior of apy regimental organizatiou yet iu camp, Al- 
though the average t mperature was about eighty-tbree degrees 
Fahr., but fifty-three are reported to have been prescribed for, 
which is less than eleven per cent. of the average daily attendance, 
Had the intense heat of July fourth been avoided, instead of iu- 
curring the exposure incident to a sham battle, the number 
prescribed for would no doubt have been thirty per cent. less. 
Prior to the disastrous Fourth, no prostration from heat had been 
reported, notwithstanding the preceding day was a very warm 
one. A previous loss of sleep, looseness of the buweis, poor appe- 
tite, or any trivial complaint under —— circumstances, be- 
comes at this time, especially if the soldier be afflicted with or- 
ganic disease, or be bundled up ia the aesthetic dress coat of the 
day, when subjected to the nervous excitement of the occasion, 
a potent agent in causing prostration, syncops, convulsions, and, 
not impossibly, sudden death, I was pleased to observe that 
during the last days this regiment was in camp, that a greater 
consideration was given to the safety of the men than to instruc- 
tion in military details. If the temperature record be consulted 
the justice of this course will be obvious. 

The percentage of sickness in the 65th Regt. was ratber large. 
The whole number excused from duty on account of iilness is 
reported to have heen seventy-seven ; all of these, however, were 
abie to fall in and accompany the command to the mess-hali fur 
rations. It will be seen that nearly twenty per cent. of those pre- 
scribed for were attacked by diarrhoea, which was superinduced, 
no doubt, largely by the hardships incurred en route, together 
with the large amount of meat consumed at the onset. 

The 9th Regt. was encamped seven days with an average daily 
attendance ot 519, ior whom sixty-iour prescriptions were issued, 
being less than thirteen per cent. on duty daily. The average 
daily temperature was 70 deg. Fahr. The number excused from 
duty on account of illness was twenty-four; of whom, however, 
but one was transferred to the hospital,and he a member of 
the band. ,The largest item of the disorders was diarrhoes, which 
constituted about thirty per cent. of the total list. The medical 
record of this organization is admirable, and could not have been 
——— had their medical officere been inattentive to their 

uties. 

Tho 74th Regiment arrived in camp under more favorable 
meteorological auspices while en route than its sister organization 
the 65th. Its daily attendance was 312, of whom ninety-four 
were prescribed for, constituting @ little above thirty per cent, 
of the daily attendance. This is not an uncomplimentary per- 
centage when taken in connection with the long and fatiguing 
journey that preceded its rival in camp. 

Amongst the separate companies the record of the Sixth, of 
Troy, deserves special mention. Tue morale of the men is 
equalled by their physique. The average daily attendance was a 
little above seventy-eigut, of which but one was prescribed ior. 
This company, therefore, has the honor of having made the best 
record bearing upon physical care and qualificatiuns of any yet 
incamp. The medical record p ted vy this pany should 
be ewulated by all military organizations. There were, no 
doubt, men in this command who, had they permitted the noy- 
eity of the occasion to have incited them to consult the surgeon, 
instead of the reputation of the command, would have done 
much to lower the excellent record here established, The deter- 
mination to do one’s entire duty under any and all occasions wi!l 
do quite as much to lessen the number prescribed for and ex- 
cused from duty on account of illness ag any other influence. In 
every organization that has yet entered camp there are those 
who, no doubt, sileutly suffer more, and are in infinitely greater 
need of medical aid tuan the waj rity of thuse who apply tor 
and receive it. This idea, however, p:esents tne other extreme, 
which is of greater danger to the soldier than to the former.

* Twetrra New York—Col. James H. Jones.—The drill of 
the left wing, Cos. B, I, F, and E, on Thursday, Jan. 31, 
closed the series for that month, and proved to the military 
spectators, a large number of whom were present, represent- 
ing the 7th, 8th, 9th, 22d, and 7ilst Regiments, that Colonel 
Joves is deternnned that his company commanders shall not 
be deficient through any neglect of his. The formation on 
this evening, four companies, twelve files front, was spoiled 
through the blunder of the heutenant commanding the 3d 
company (F), the fours being wheeled to the left instead of 
the right, previous to marching towards the established line, 

and after correcting the error the company came into line in 
double time. We were rather surprised that the Colonel did 
not order a new formation. After a short march by the 
flank, the general mancouvres became similar to those exe- 

cuted by the right wing on Jan. 28, and though the errors 
were numerous they were principally in the minor details, 

and as such are inexcusable, Close column ployments were 

executed from line and column of fours, at the halt and on 

the march, and with the right and left in front, and though 

there was no running over the file clusers or wheeling to 

the wrong flink, there was too much lack of prompt dress- 

ing and care in estimating distances. The deployments were 

as a rule smoothly executed, but there can be no excuse for 

company commanders, even though they are young officers, 

for dressing a company or division with the pieces at the 

support, or for neglecting to command front after the dress. 
The deployments on interior companies were all fully 


ments, as Company G certainly clairis to be. The non-com- 
missioned officers, one and all, evinced lack of confidence in 
marching on the details, and quite a number of them intro- 
duced a feature both unique and novel. It is bad enough to 
make mistakes which canuot be avoided, but to go bodily in 
and manufacture new and unheard of ones, as was done 
here, is a matter for which ro excuse can be found. Who 
ever heard of marching up a detail, halting it three yards in 
rear of the line, and then, at the command rear open order, 
have the front rank step forward to the alignment with the 
rear rank standing fast or, probably, making one step back- 
wards? That is the way it was done here, and, worse, quite 
a number of non-commiasioued officers gave the command 
right dress when they had completed this performance. The 
ranking officer of the guard should not leave his position 
when the adjutant commands offivers and non-commissioned 
officers to your posts, aud when he gives the command in- 
spection of arms he should do so with drawn sword. The 
sergeant-major gives the command “ count fours ” from the 
right when he has returned there from verifying the details, 
and should not go to the frort and centre, as was the case 
here. He should also see that the rear rank is complete, and 
that the files cover properly, which was neglected on this 
occasion. The whole performance showed lack of rehearsal, 
and we advise the non-commissioned officers of this com- 
mand to be particularly attentive at the recitations recently 
ordered by Col. Porter. 


EieutH New Yorx.—Col. Geo, D. Scott.—The 8th had its 
secund battalion drill of the season on Wednesday evening, 
January 30, with a fron: of eight files per company, which 
seems to have become its normal turnout, and beyond which 
it evidently cannot reach at present. If the regiment be- 
longed to the Ist Brigade a different arrangement would be 
y under the orders of General Ward.

executed, and the movements, whether towards the right or 
left, were apparently understood, and the commands obeyed 
without loss of time. The formatiou of line from column 
of fours by two movements and faced to the rear were clean, 
and though the space was limited, the fronts into line and 
whe: | about by fours were well done. The double columa 
and its deploy ment to the right and left, as well as the cen- 
tre forward, and deployment by two movements, were, with 
the exception of the halt and dress, handsomely executed. 
Why will company commanders march their compauies 
plumb up to the new aligument instead of halting three 
yards in its rear and then dressing? And why do they neg- 
lect at company drill to instruct their men to halt first and 
then bring the pieces to the carry? The men all understand 
that these are distinct motions, but as they are seldom cor- 
rected while at company drill, their slurring becomes a 
habit, which at battalion drills reduces the field cfficers to 
mere squad instructors. This applies to many other regi- 
ments. 

| (A little extra care and patience on the part of captains 
durivug company drill, and these blemishes wou!d soon pass 
away. ‘The step was vot as steady as could be desired, 
especially when the right was in front, while the distances 
in columa of fours fell below those in the right wiug. 
Major Riker exercised the battalion in the manual of arms 
and in @ succession of marchings and wheelings, but bis 
voice still lacks distinctness, and as the men have vot yet 
become accustomed to it, a number of the bluoders com- 
mitted may be attributable to this fact. Dressing to the 
wrong flank after ployment into column, as was done by 
the commanders of Companies E, [and F, and the failure 
to support arms after successive formations were, however, 
not the fault of the major; but we make allowances for the 
inexperience of these officers, two of whom were partici- 
pating in their second battalion drill as company command- 
ers. The loadings aud firings, under Col. Jones, were, as far 
as the volleys by battalion aud rank were concerned, satisfac- 
tory, but had he been in rear insiead of in front of the line, 
he, like ourselves, would bave been far from satistied. The 
motions of the load as required by Par. 92, Tactics, in the 
second aud third motions were almost completely over- 
looked, the majority of the men mere!y opening and reclos- 
ing the chamber without the slightest effort to put the hand 
toward the cartridge box, while the step off in the rear rauk 
was evideutly not understood. 

The drill as an instruction to the officers, in the combina- 
tion of column and line formations, was an excellent one. 
The rapidity of the changes, the ployments and deploy- 
ments with the right and left in front, and the general 
knowledge of tactics displayed by the officers were most 
commendable and deserve every praise, but these are no ex- 
cuse for the carelesspvess displayed in the little details which 
go to make up a perfect drill. As we previou-ly stated, if 
captains will exercise more care and patience at company 
drills, the many little defects which we have noted at this drill 
will not be again repeated, and the battalions of the 12th 
will have drills which will attract the officers of other regi- 
ments, who, in watching their rapid manwuvres and suc- 
cessful combinations, will be well repaid for tueir visits to 
the 45th Street armory. 


TwENTY-sEconD New Yorx.—Col. Josiah Porter.—A good 
ard mounting drill was - formed on Wednesday evening, 
anuary 30, by Company E, Captain Freeman, Lieutenant 
Thurston, with bis usual energy, acting as adjutant. The 
company seems to have mastered all the detail of the cere- 
mony, which was well executed all through, and requires no 
criticism. This company is one of the best instructed and 
largest in the regiment, and on this occasion turned out 
with a front of 26 tiles. When the guard mounting was over 
the two companies drilling were consolidated into three com- 
mands for battalion drill, under Captain Freeman, who, 
however, only attempted the plest mov ts, and the 
Officers in command of companies had not much of a chance 
to show\their proficiency. There was a flaw in the forma- 
tion, the battalion being formed on the right instead of the 
centre company, and this was the only matter which needs 
to be pointed out. The drill was tame and just the opposite 
of what we are used to when Col. Porter handles a battalion 
of the 22d. 

The performance of Company G on Friday evening, Feb- 
ruary 1, was a decided disappointment to all the spectators, 
so far asthe guard mounting is concerned. If the non- 
commissioned officers of this command had read our criticism 
on the performance of other companies of this regiment 
with that attention which it is fais to expect from an intelli- 
gent body of men like the 22d Regiment, they could cer- 
tainly have avoided much of the uofavorable criticism to 
which they laid themselves open on this occasion. Those in 
charge of the company should consider that, in order to 
teach the men howto mount guard, the whole personnel 
prescribed for the ceremony should participate, aud that it 
was & mistake to leave out the supernumeraries, in order to 
create a large fron¢ for no other purpose than to make a 
show in passing the guard in review by platoons. In these 
exercises the principle is to familiarize the men with all the 
details of the ceremony—the matter of show is of secondary 
importance, and the proper time to teach platoon drill is at 
company drill. This is one of the remnants of old “ milish” 
notions, unworthy of a command up to modern require- 





was prompt, and was under the direction of Capt. Gustow, 
who, in the ab n busi of Adjutant Johnson, per- 
formed the duties of adjutant, and afterwards commanded 
bis company during the drill. Captain Gustow is a valuable 
man, always on hind, ready to take any position, and com- 
petent to fill it with credit. The absence of the senior cap- 
tain was again a matter of regret, especially in the face of 
the fact that the regiment is not overburdened with experi- 
enced officers, This officer should consider that competency 
on drill and facility in answering questions at recitation be- 
fore the Brigadier-General slone do not answer all require- 
ments; on the contrary, a good example in all that pertains 
to puuctuality and strict attention to every duty on the part 
of its head are absolutely necessary in order to secure the 
success of a company. 

The earlier part of the drill consisted of breaking into 

column of fours and column of companies from right and 
left, and a marked improvement in these movements over 
the first drill was apparent on the part of the younger offi- 

cers, some of whom, how»ver, neglected to regulate their 
commands so as to step off in the same time with the pre- 
ceding Organization, in consequence of which the step be- 
came very often uuequal through the battalion. They 
should consider this matter before the next drill. Its cor- 

rection is not difticult—a little vigilauce and attention is all 
that is required. The colonel next passed to the formation 

of columu of companies and divisions to the rear, and met 

with considerable difficulty, particularly in the company 
column formations, on accouat of the short fronts, many 
officers allowing their commands to slip away from them 

before wheeling the fours into line, which caused the 
movement, which is seldom properly executed even under 





ragged. In division fronts, where the officers had more 
time to reflect on whxt they bad to do, the movement was 
more successful, On account of lack of space there was 
frequent necessity for halts, backward marching, and side 
stepping, particularly during the close and double co!umn 
formations which followed. These necessitated increased 
vigilance on the part of the instructor as wellas of his as- | ¢ 
sistant, the Lieutenant-Colonel, and both had their hands 
full. Frequent hitches occurred, especially in the deploy- 
ments, which seemed not to be correctly understood by the ( 
janior officers, and a general raggedness of execution was 
the result. The commander of the 6th company especially 
seemed to lack knowledge as to his position iu the deploy- 
ments, and invariably marched his command beyond its 1n- 
terval and caused gaps in the line and loss of time in cor- 
recting distances. Several company commanders evidently 
do not understand the principles governing the support 
arms in successive movementr, and gave their commands 
without regard to the compauies which were dressing on 


all cases with the rules concerning the inverting of the 
pieces. A misunderstanding prevailed as to the direction of 
the dress in changing direction by the right or left flank, 
but before the end of the drill this was apparently cleared 
up, aud the command iu executing this movement by the 
right flank dressed properly to the left, and by the left flank 
dressed to the right. These and formations of line by two 
movements were the principal evolutions of the evening, 
and what with the limited space at disposal, the small com- 
pany fronts, and a large contingent of young and inexpe- 
rienced officers, the drill was quite fair. 

Tt 18 a question whether the building is of requisite strength 
to sustain the simultaneous movements of a large com- 
mand. Especially during the side-stepping the whole concern 
shook from top to bottom and the walls rocked to such’ an 
extent that it wasonly necessary for a spectator to shut his 
eyes in order to experience the feeling of being on an ocean 
steamer instead of in an armory on /erra firma, Too much side 
stepping is a dangerous experiment in this hall, and might 
some day result in burying the 8th regiment as well as the 
aromatic horse stable on the ground floor with all its flavor 
under the ruins of the building. 


Seventa New Yorx—Oolonel Emmons Clark.—Governor 
Cleveland, who during last summer's camp deprived hin- 
self of a view of his largest, vest drilled and disciplined 
and most efficient regiment, will make up his loss by review- 
ing the 7th at the Armory on Friday evening, February 15.

The italics are mine. Itis always important to know if 
reports are trne, but the average investigator doesn't care a 
d—eliberate thought whether it is or not. In the instance 
in question of the Adjatant of the — Regiment, there were 
not sufficient grounds for a dismissal by Court-martial; and 
yet there were grounds satisfactory to the colonel command- 
ing to relieve him from duty on his staff. Some men when 
their company is not desirable have the good taste to retire. 
This adjutant had his own reasons for remaining. 

The Code provides for just such an emergency as this. It 
says (Sec. 43): ‘Staff officers may be discharged or rendered 
supernumerary upon the recommendation of their command- 
ing officer, approved by the respective chief of the depart- 
ment.” Now to discharge a commissioned officer is a round- 
about process, It must be done by the Senate upon the 
recommen lation of the Governor, who must state his rea- 
sous. The reasons may not be satisfactory to the friends in 
the Senate of the officer recommended for discharge, and 
there is a long and tedious delay. The Code, therefore, 
makes an easier alternative. The adjutant who is at odds 
with his colovel is quietly laid on the shelf. Peradventure 
the time may come when his peculiar pugnacity, obstinacy, 
or other quality, valuable in its place, may be utilized in 
some other field or emergency.
